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utting an END on NOISE 


By Ron Schneiders 


Mention the word noise to an 
off-road motorcyclist and he 
immediately starts having bad thoughts 
about you. He starts thinking that you 
might want him to use a muffler or 
something. This in turn leads him to 
start thinking that all the expensive 
work he’s done such as porting and 
building a beautiful expansion chamber 
has been for naught. “Besides,” he will 
tell you earnestly, “I like the sound my 
ring ding makes.” We are about to talk 
about noise and mufflers. 

To start with, we are going to have to 


large amount of power might be lost. 
This is based on the assumption that 
noise is somehow connected with 
power. This concept is unequivocally 
false. If you have any doubts about that 
consider that an atomic energey power 
plant which produces power beyond 
belief, and is absolutely silent. Closer to 
home, several riders have been winning 
motocross races on muffled bikes. 
What is true, is that silencers must be 
correctly designed and the bike must be 
tuned for it, if maximum power is to be 
extracted. 

Notice that we were talking about 
maximum power. In fact according to

quiet the off-road bikes or we won't 
have any place to ride. That’s not 
conjecture or a dire prophesy but a 
simple statement of fact. People who 
won't ride motorcycles simply can't 
stand the sound of an unmuffled bike, 
they see red, white, blue and black. 
They think about law and order and 
killing and they go into city councils 
and ban motorcyclists and motorcycles 
and do their best to legislate them out 
of existence. Since people who don’t 
ride vastly outnumber those who do, we 
must quiet our bikes or take up golf. 

To go to a less pragmatic level, noise 
is pollution, no less objectionable than 
any other form of pollution except that 
it dissipates more quickly. To be 
brutally objective, there is no difference 
between noise pollution created by jets 
and their sonic booms, street crews with 
their jackhammers, raucous diesel trucks 
and motorcycles. If all were allowed to 
go unchecked, the world would very 
quickly be an unfit place in which to 
live. 

Let’s go even one step farther and 
consider the person who leaves the city 
and its all-pervasive pollutedness to 
spend a day in a more natural 
environment. Do we want to spoil that 
for him? I like to think not. Even if 
quiet solitude is not our bag right now, 
let’s recognize that it is a legitimate and 
desirable state for some and may one 
day be desired by us as well. 

Having, I hope, made some sort of a 
case for the propostion that all bikes 
should be made quiet, let’s look at some 
of the problems. Most important to 
most riders is the thought that some 


Bob Bailey, most bikes are so poorly 
tuned normally that putting a good 
silencer on one would just as like to 
improve performance as lessen it. 

Even if this were not true, for 
ordinary cow-trailing and play-riding 
some loss of power would be a 
more-than-reasonable price to pay for 
the use of the land. For racing, the 
question is going to be purely academic 
on some tracks. CMC leaders Franks and 
Peters are considering requiring mufflers 
for all bikes in all CMC events next year. 
If they do so, you can bet your prettiest 
jersey that the other organizations 
won't be far behind. And of course in 
this care, if you lose anything, everyone 
else will be in the same boat. To look at 
things from a more positive view, 
consider the new opportunities for your 
super tuners. 

Another argument against mufflers is 
that there aren’t any good ones 
available. This is also untrue. Several 
companies now manufacture a complete 
line of silencers for expansion chambers 
and more are entering the field every 
day. Before getting into specific 
products it seems desirable to consider 
some aspect of muffler design. Spark 
arresters must enter into the picture 
now as well, because sometimes spark 
arresters are required as well as mufflers, 
or instead of mufflers and many of the 
problems are the same. 

One of the primary considerations in 
muffler/spark arrester design is weight. 
The device must be fastened to the end 
of the stinger and the usual method is to 
clamp it with a radiator hose clamp. 
According to Ron Fry of J & R 
Products this method becomes 
unreliable when the device weighs much 
more than 9 ounces. Two solutions to 
this have been worked out. The first is 
to make the device either quite small or 
to make the housing out of fairly thin 


aluminum. Making the device small is 
not too feasible because the device 
doesn’t. function well enough and. too 
much back pressure is created. Making 
the device of ‘aluminum is better, and 
has only the disadvantage of not lasting 
as long as a similar steel devices. When 
buying one of these devices it is 
important to buy one that fits exactly 
and doesn’t require any adaptors. If it 
requires adaptors or doesn’t really fit, 
you won't be able to keep it on a bike. 

Interior design of the device is 
somewhat more complicated. Most 
mufflers are in fact straight-through 
devices in which the sound is silenced 
by passing by a perforated screen which 
is surrounded by some sort of 
sound-absorbing material. Utilizing the 
experience of aircraft engineers, Ron 





Fry found that the smaller and the 
closer together that the perforations in 
the interior tube were, the more 
effective the silencing would be. 

The sound absorbing material that 
surrounds the tube must be fairly cheap, 
very absorbant, and resistant to heat. It 
must be cheap because it must be 
replaced at intervals as it becomes 
soaked and saturated with two-stroke 
oil. Most companies are now using some 
form of fiberglass. 

Spark arresters must do two things: 
they must directly block actual sparks 
and they must divert and collect 
glowing particles. In performing these 
functions spark arresters offen also do 
some quieting, particularly of the 
higher, sharper notes. A spark arrester if 
not however a silencer and shouldn’t be 
used in place of one. 

At present there appear to be only 
two designs for spark arresters that are 
approved by the U.S. Forest Service.

One of the designs is used by Gill 
Manufacturing and results in a fairly 
bulky device which often requires some 
adapting to fit the bike. The other 
design is covered by a patent in the 
name of Jack Krizman. This design 
incorporates a device that looks like a 
small turbine blade. This blade»swirls 
the hot gases and spins the particles out 
to the side where they fall into the shell. 


Several people are at present making 
spark arresters that utilize the Krizman 
design under license and thus you will 
see on the side of some spark arresters, 
“Horstman-Krizman’’ or ‘J & 
R-Krizman". This simply signifies that 
this patented swirl principle is being 
used under license. 

Naturally it would be nice to have a 
device that would function as both a 
muffler and a spark arrester, similar to 
the device found on stock’ Yamaha 
Enduros but with better performance. 
There are currently several such devices

We had more 
entries in the Novice divisions then we 
anticipated, and under circumstances 
like this to avoid confusion and at our 
discretion we kept the divisions at a 
maximum. We had, in all, over 215 
Novice riders. 

One of the 250 riders was checked 
by our referee and found not qualified 
to make the main event, and stated that 
he was a close friend to Mr. Smead, and 
said he would be sure it-would be a bad 
writeup for our event that day, and boy 
it was. Thanks Mr. Smead. 


All of the Cactus Cats I met were, 
without exception, friendly, competent 
and very helpful with advice, etc. 
Signups were fast, the riders instructions 
were very well wrtitten, and the race 
was started on time. 

The course was clearly marked and 
although I frequently seemed to be all 
alone in the middle of nowhere I never 
had any doubt that I was on the course. 

Somebody had the foresight to run 
the course over a horrendous hill right 
at the start which served to space out 
the pack. The sight of 200 motorcycles 
trying to get over that hill all at once 
was so hilarious that I just sat and 
laughed for ten minutes before trying it 
myself. 

While neither of us were in good 
enough condition to go more than one 
of the two 36 mile loops, we enjoyed 
ourselves immensely. We will look for 
and ride in any event we can that the 
Cactus Cats present in the future.

Trans-AMA Details 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, Sept. 24, 1970 — Details for entering the new Trans-AMA 
motocross series were released today by the AMA, and it became very apparent that 
time is of essence for West Coast riders interested in entering the first event at 
LaRue, Ohio, or, for that matter, any of the remaining races. 

The new series, featuring competition between top American and European 
competitors, consists of eight separate events across the country, where all riders will 
vie for a minimum $4000 purse (at each event), with the National AMA Motocross 
Champion being determined on the basis of most total accumulated points at the end 
of the series by an American rider. 

According to the AMA, anyone who holds a current AMA competition license 
may participate (prior information stated that “green stamp” FIM licenses would be 
accepted, but an AMA official said this is not so). Application for competition 
licenses can be obtained by writing the organization at P.O. Box 231, Worthington, 


PORTLAND, ORE., Sept. 24, 1970 — Tom Clark, director of professional racing 
for the AMA, announced today that the Trans-AMA event scheduled for 
Sacramento on Oct. 29 has been changed to a new location in the Seattle, Wash.

EDITORIAL 


MX Scoring Questioned 


By Bob Sanford 


The AMA has quite obviously jumped into the motocross business with both feet, 
as evident by the new Trans-AMA series. Coming off a previous lukewarm attitude 
toward the sport, the series is most certainly a welcome change. 

However, like many new endeavors, the prototype is likely to be fraught with 
oversights, mis-calculations and the like, and the Trans-AMA is no exception. Some 
of these are already apparent. 

One of the announced purposes for the series is to determine a U.S. Motocross 
Champion; a purpose that can hardly be faulted. The method of determination, 
though, leaves much to be desired. 

Essentially, the new champion will be selected on the basis of accumulated points 
throughout the eight event series. Some 40 to 50 riders, including the European stars, 
will be “invited” to participate in a Main event, consisting of two 30-minute motos. 
The winner of each moto will receive 300 points toward the National Championship, 
with second place receiving 295, third 290, and so on down the line. 

Additionally, there will be a “Supporting Main” at each of the eight events, where 
“uninvited” riders — those not selected by the AMA and the promoter to ride in the 
main — will compete in one moto for a first place total of 400 points toward the 
Number One motocross plate. Second place in this event will be awarded 390 points, 
with third getting 380, etc. 

At the end of the series, points of all participants, both invited and uninvited, will 
be totaled and the National Champion will be announced. Simple? Yes, but not 
without some definite and very serious deficiencies. 

First, the rather arbitrary selection of Main event riders is certainly open to 
criticism. Although we’re sure this will be done as fairly as possible, some sort of 
system of eliminations would seem much more equitable. There are many good 
systems that could be employed, including instituting heat races on the day before 
the featured event. But the manner in which eliminations are determined is not 
important. What is important, is that they’re held. If not, there is a high degree of 
likelihood that a very good, but relatively unknown rider will be ignored and 
handicapped in his fight for top bread and points. 

Second, and most importantly, the idea of the Championship being determined by 
total accumulated points, in a word, stinks. By looking at the schedule of events and 
using a little deductive logic, it becomes obvious that the series favors riders with a 
lot of money and/or very helpful sponsors. The motocross situation in the U.S. today 
is such that many of the nation’s top notch riders do not, in fact, have sponsors or a 
lot of money. Essentially, then, it’s a question of having enough money and time to 
be able to compete in all eight events. At least under the suggested points system. 
Under this system, a rider who places 37th in all six of the motos could place higher 
in the point standings than a person who, say, can only ride in three events, but at 
the same time wins all six of his motos. 

This, we feel, is unfair. 

Furthermore, we feel this point system should be changed before it is even 
started. The AMA should take a tip from the World Motocross Championship circuit, 
using the best placings of riders in a specified number of events. More to the point, it 
is our feeling that the championship should be decided on the basis of a rider's best 
four showings. This would still encourage inter-regional competition, while still giving 
the talented, yet less fortunate rider a fair shake of the championship stick. As it 
stands now, there is a very good chance that a mediocre motocross rider, who has 
gotten factory support because of his talents in other types of racing, could end up as 
the United State Motocross Champion. 

It is not an easy decision to be critical of the AMA, when they are so obviously 
working very hard to carry out a difficult and much needed task. Never the less, we 
feel that these remarks are necessary and hope the organization will view them as 
constructive.

The Big One

WILLOW SPRINGS, CALIF., Sept. 27, 
1970 — The AMA-type of Grand Prix 
race is a very special type of race both 
for the spectators and the participants. 
In essence, it pits racers of one type 
against racers of other types and all 
must race over some types of terrain 
with which they are not familar. The 
scramblers get to try their luck with 
some loose sand and the desert boys 
find out how well their sleds’ will 
broadslide. Even the motocross lads find 
a bit of a challenge with some asphalt. 
The fans of course reap the most benefit 
because they get a little bit of 
everything and everybody. And if the 
sidehacks are racing (as they were this 
weekend) it would make the whole 
weekend worthwhile even if nobody 
else showed up. 

This weekend’s Grand Prix was 
sponsored by the Four Aces M.C., a 
large and very enthusiastic club. This 
was their first try at running a G.P. and 
considering that, it was tremendously 
successful. To start with, the course was 
really fun to ride, it you are willing to 
define fun from a racer’s viewpoint. 
There was lots and lots of variety. 
Sandwash, steep uphill (with 
strategically placed rocks) tight, twisty, 
slidey downhil; rutted fire road, and 
paper. Sonn 5100-mph banked asphalt 
turns. If you couldn't find something on 
that course that really turned you on, 
you just plain need another sport, not a 
different course. 

The course was marked with 
wall-to-wall Four Aces. Anybody who 
wanted to cut the course had to run 
over two flag men and a checker going 
out and coming in. In the rider’s 
meeting it was announced that course 
cutters would be disqualified either by a 
checker or a mineshaft, whiever they 
met first. In addition to catching 
would-be cheaters the flag men 
probably prevented many accidents 
because they were always on the spot 
when a rider went down. It was a 
tribute to their ability that, in a race 
which is inherently very dangerous, 
there were remarkably few accidents 
and no really serious ones. Worst was 
Bob Schreiner, No. 107 who came to 
grief when he went off of the dirt and 
onto the asphalt at high speed with a 
flat front tire. He went down hard in 
the first turn and severely injured his 
knee, 

The first race on Saturday was the 
100cc Novice class. Jack Stonsifier, 
number 68, moved through a lot of 
traffic and overcame quite a time 
disadvantage to take the lead, but he 
was disqualified for entering the pits 
from the wrong direction. (The Four 
Aces exercised rigid control over the 
pits and it was actually safe to stand in 
the pit area). With Stonsifier out, Mike 
Johnson, only fifteen years old and a 
racer for less than ayear, took the lead 
and the race. In second was number 19, 
Jay Adams and in third was Ray 
Morrow, No. 10.

After a rather long two hour wait the 
100-250 Novices raced. At the first little 
hill there was a big pile up which put 
paid to the hopes of many of the 
novices. Those who managed to avoid 
the melee got a big lead and the 
remainder chewed the hill to pieces 
trying to claw their way up. Since I was 
in that one I can’t describe the action 
too well but it appears that Dan Kerr, 
No. 6 won the 250 class while Tom 
Fritts won the 125cc class. (All results 
as yet are unofficial.) 

The first event on Sunday was the 
over-250cc Novices. It was the start of a 
great day for the four-strokers as No. 3, 
Rod McElroy on a huge Norton took 
the lead and held it from start to finish. 
McElroy seemed almost painfully slow 
on the rough sections and at first it 
didn’t seem possible that he was even in 
the race, let along leading it.

ADJUSTABLE PIN WRENCH 

As the popularity of the 25 cents car 
wash grows, so grows the lunched wheel 
bearings, this holds particularly true on 
the Triumph Twins. If you own a 
Triumph twin and have been using this 
easy way out to get it clean, you should 
go out and check the bearings in your 
rear wheel. With the machine on the 
center stand, grasp the rear wheel and 
see if you can move it on the axel. If it 
moves, the bearings are shot. The reason 
for this happening is that when the 
spray from the steam cleaner is directed 
at the rear wheel in the vicinity of the 
bearings, the steam and cleaning 
solution are forced into the bearing area 
and they wash away what lubricant is 
there and as you drive the machine, the 
bearing wear is greatly accelerated due 
to lack of lubrication. 

Replacement of the rear wheel 
bearings is an easy task that the average 
rider can accomplish with a minimum of 
talent. One problem that crops up is 
that of removing the bearing retainer 
rings which thread into the hub and 
lock the bearings in place. These rings 


have only two holes for a special pin ' 


wrench and unless you want to use a 
hammer and punch, it will be difficult 
to remove them, This hammer and 
punch method while being crude does 
command a certain degree of popularity 
for no other reason than the rider 
cannot think of another way out. 
Shown in the photo is what is known 
as an adjustable spanner in the jargon of 
the British Isles, but here in the world it is 
called a Monkey Wrench. While this 
little item is really good for nothing but 
allowing you to smash your knuckles 
without any outside assistance, it can be 
converted into a useful tool. First 
obtain some small hardened steel pins, 
(pins punched out of a master link or 
even sections of an Allen wrench will

suffice.) Next, choose a drill bit that 
will make for an interference fit for the 
pins and drill a hole in the ends of the 
jaws. With the interference fit, the pins 
will have to be pressed into the holes, 
The reason for this is that the pins 
cannot be welded in position or they 
will lose their temper and will give the 
first time pressure is applied. 

When you are finished, if you have 
centered the pin in the jaws, you will 
have an adjustable pin wrench that can 
be used on either side of a shaft and 
that can be closed down to fit the 
smallest or opened up to fit the largest. 
The small amount of time spent making 
this tool will change an unpleasant job 
into an ordinary one and you will have a 
useful tool. Also if using Monkey 
wrenches and ‘crescent’? wrenches is 
your bag, you haven’t really destr6éyed 
its’ ability to deftly remove the skin 
from your knuckles as it can be 
returned to its’ former status by pushing 
the pins back out.

Somehow, though, wives have 
trouble understanding the adult male, so 
not wishing a full confrontation in front 
of the children, I pushed the built-in kill 
button located on the throttle, easily 
reached by any child. 

Setting the bike on its side stand (no 
center stand with this model), I stood 
back to survey the set-up, which Shawn 
was now climbing aboard. At a glance, it 
occurred to me that the small tubing 
used in the double-loop frame might not 
be suitable for the 200 pounders 
scheduled to ride the little beast at Big 
Sur (this later proved to be incorrect).

good." Then the inevitable tree got in 
the way. Thus, lesson one. 

Enough for one day. On to Big Sur. 

At the famous seaside retreat, along 
the rugged coast of Northern California, 
five full-grown men eagerly awaited a 
chance to plop their over-weight and 
under-conditioned bods on this child's 
toy (a $299 child's toy?). Now, it 
became Dad's plaything. Scoffingly, we 
put the Mini Enduro through tests that 
we knew were impossible...only to find 
that the midget monster handled them 
with ease.

should be in order, which proved to be 
not exactly a total success. It went 
something like this: (Me) What did you 
think of the mini-enduro?

(Me) 
After it was fixed, were there any 
problems? (Shawn) It ran PERFECTLY.

(Me) Do you 
think your mother will let you have 
one? (Shawn) Will you mom? Yeah, she 
will. (Me) Do you think Yamaha should 
make any changes in the bike? (Shawn) 
No. Yes. (Me) What? (Shawn) 
NOTHING. 

So concluded our test report from 
the six year old racer, who still hasn’t 
made up his mind whether or not he 
wants to be halfback for the Rams, or 
“just like John R. (Rice).” 

Yamaha has again added to its line of 
enduro models, and this one could 
possibly be the most important yet 
introduced. The Mini Enduro now 
provides true motorcycling for the very 
young, a factor which should greatly 
increase the proficiency and safe driving 
habits of future adult riders.

COSTA MESA, CALIF., Sept. 25, 1970 
— Riding flawlessly in all five of his 
qualifying rounds, Rick Woods tonight 
became the U.S. Speedway Champion 
for 1971, by taking wins in all of his 
races and ending up with a perfect mark 
of 15 points. 

Using a scoring system of 3 points 
for a win, two for second and one point 
for third, Rick regained the 
championship that he held in 1969 and 
lost to Steve Bast in 1970. It was not all 
that easy for the Huntington Beach 
rider, however, as Steve Bast was just as 


eager to hold onto the title, producing a 
see-saw battle right downto the;last 
race. 

This was definitely the best riding of 
the season, and if you were not part of 
the 7,000 plus crowd that witnessed the 
evening’s performance, you. really 
missed it. 

The dark horse of the evening turned 
out to be Steve Bast's younger brother, 
Mike, who had the right combination 
going and, according to unofficial 
sources, was turning the track almost a 
second faster than Rick or brother 
Steve. With two wins behind him, Mike 
got a little anxious on the line in the 
race that really counted. When he was

lined up in his third heat against Woods, 
he ‘looped it ‘onthe line and wound up 
with a zero score. Had he been able to 
beat Rick and then top his brother, he 
could have been champion. As Mike said 
later, “It is just one of those things, in 
this type of racing, you're only allowed 
one mistake and I made it, I’m just 
happy that the Bast family was able to 
finish second and third if we couldn’t 
get the big one.” 

The fans never had a chance to rest, 
as one exciting race followed another, 
and as the evening progressed, it was 
apparent that it was going to go down 
to the last race between Woods and 
Bast. Deviating from the drawing by lot 


program, the promoter set up the last 
race to include Woods, Cody, Bast and 
Nutter, figuring that this would do just 
what it did — make the last race of the 
evening the deciding one. Due to a 
previous injury which was aggrevated by 
an early spill, Nutter had to drop out 
after two heats, much to the 
disappointment of his many fans and 
the Great Bear Racing Team. 

A special change in the tape-breaking 
rule kept Steve Bast in the program, 
although the penalty imposed probably 
kept him from winning the 
championship. The rule stated that if a 
man broke the starting tape, instead of

Houchins Top Expert At 
Big Tulare Event

TULARE, CALIF., Sept. 26, 1970 —A 
few short weeks ago, in early August, 
the Tulare Half-Mile played host to an 
AMA National that was doomed even 
before Keith Masbhurn put a wheel into 
the first corner. The track condition 
resembled a roughly hoed soy bean 
field, after only a few laps by the first 
crew of Experts and after three rounds 
of practice it looked like the Salinas 
sand pit after the 40 inchers had run a 
50-lapper. 

The rest is history and will be the 
subject of much controversial discussion 
for some years to come. 

On that fateful Saturday evening 
there were some riders who went just as 
fast as any other time. One of those was 
Lloyd Houchins. Houchins is a graduate 
of the famed Salinas sand pit and felt as 
equally at home at Tulare as he had felt 
in the past riding a heavyweight through 
the sandy Salinas hills. 

While the Visalia Ramblers had 
prepared the Tulare sand much better, 
the track still had its holes as the

CARSON CITY, NEV., Sept. 20, 1970 
- This city was the site of a highly 
unusual motocross put on by the Carson 
City Desert Hawks. The unsanctioned 
event featured two-man teams running 
on either one or two motorcycles, with 
a rider change required in each of the 
three motos, but no specifications of 
how many laps each rider must 
complete, a Le Mans start also added to 
the fun. 

The course ran through a sandy creek 
bed, dry except for two crossings about 
one and a half feet deep and a short 
section through the shallows of the 
creek. The only complaints came from a 
few of the riders who had failed to 
properly waterproof their bikes in spite 
of the flyers which promised a very wet 
race. 

Most unusual of all was the skill with 
which the motocross was organized. Not 
a hitch developed all day, in direct 
contrast to most Northern California 
events. 

The only injury occurred in 
unauthorized goofing-around behind the 
pits; this was fortunate as much of the 
course was inaccessible to the 
ambulance. 
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As the race was promoted for fun 
instead of a promoter's profit, it was 
possible to turn back 10076 of entry fees 
in the A (money) class and to give out 
trophies of unusually high quality in the 
B classes. The club even gave out free 
beer after the racing was over. This type 


of promotion can keep the sport 
healthy and growing. 

In the first moto of the combined 
125cc/250cc A race, the 125cc Mike 
McGowan/Dennis Holcomb team lost 
first place when Holcomb’s Sachs 
watered out and had to be pushed for a 
long distance. In the other two motos, 
both riders used McGowan's Bultaco 
and came out on top. Tom Steltike and 
Steve Silverthorne rode Bultacos to 
second in 125cc A. 

Tom Jay and Doug Westwood (both 
on CZ's) took the 250cc A money.

Dear Mr. Maloy: 

We fully appreciate your views 
concerning the lack of facilities for trail 
bikes. Our Department presently does 
not have land available or facilities for 
this sport. A study is presently being 
conducted that will enable recreation 
departments to formulate sound policy 
pertaining to recreation vehicles. We 
hope to better understand the sport 
itself and the vehicles necessary, the 
limitations of the vehicles as to fire 
from exhaust, the danger of riders 
hurting themselves on inadequate trails, 
and so forth. 


This study will also include the kind 
of terrain which is most satisfactory, the 
length of trails, the cost of equipment, 
method of transporting equipment to 
facility, the possiblity of charging a fee 
for the privilege of riding on a facility, 
the need for services and supplies at the 
location, the kind of leadership and 
administration negessary, the types of 
leadership and administration necessary, 


San Bernardino County Supervisors 
yesterday gave the Sheriff's Department 
new enforcement tools for restricting 
the motorcycle craze but made no 
promises that the ordinance will be the 
final answer for homeowners and 
landholders aggravated by the noise and 
property damage.

bikes not registered with the state to 
have them registered with the county 
and pay an annual $10 fee. 

Trying to take some of the edge off 
of the new restrictions for those 
affected, Supervisor William A. 
Betterley said progress is being made 
toward setting aside federally-owned 
sites where motorbike riders can roam 
to their heart’s content without being a 
nuisance. 

“We have to help this program,” the 
desert area supervisor said but added in 
support of the ordinance, “We have to 
help the property owner, too." 

“There is certainly no intent by the 
Board of Supervisors to eliminate this 
very important recreational activity,” 
Supervisor Daniel D. Mikesell said. 


Mikesell said the board realizes the 
ordinance “will not do the whole job” 
and added: “If we find things that are 
not  workable or practical, this 
ordinance will be changed." 


Deciding there is some urgency about 
trying to provide relief for hundreds of 
complaining property owners, the 
supervisors made the ordinance effective 
immediately. 


The action came two weeks after a 
public hearing that turned into a 
confrontation between badgered board 
members and spokesmen for motorbike 
groups and dealers who opposed the 
restrictions or wanted them delayed 
until special areas can be designated for 
the sport. 


Depending on areas involved, the 
ordinance is expected to have varying 
results in reducing unauthorized bike 
riding on private properties and 
county-owned lands including flood 
control channels. 


However, the requirement of written 
permission to enter such properties gives 
the Sheriff's Department a stronger 
enforcement tool in responding to 
complaints than it had under general 
trespass laws. 


A sheriff's spokesman said two weeks 
ago that the department lacks 
manpower for doing much patrolling in 
search of violators and that enforcement 
will have to be based primarily upon 
“legitimate complaints.”

A clean up campaign was initiated 
and proved a great success. One obvious 
fact was present. The trash in the riding 
area was not all dispensed by the 


cyclists. Car seats, mattresses, shopping 


carts and tree stumps dumped by 
supposedly responsible citizens are not a 
joy to ride around or through. 


I would not even doubt that some of 
the citizens doing the dumping are also 
doing the complaining. The dump, of 
course, is another two or three minutes 
drive down the road. 


The point of all this work is to 
protect our riding areas. These areas are 
in great danger of being closed. 


The San Diego City Council was 
about to pass an amendment to an 
ordinance that would do just that, close 
the riding areas. 


A newly organized group known as 
the Off Road Vehicle Institute-San 
Diego appeared before the Council and 
got a postponement in order to seek a 
solution. They now have a week and 
one half to present a plan and three 
weeks to take action “or else”. 


Councilman Bob Martinet stated the 
motorcyclists had desecrated-littered and 
have shown total disregard for anyone 
but themselves. He would show no pity 
and vote for closure of the areas 
immediately. 


I believe Mr. Martinet is referring to a 
minority. In the years I have been 
associated with the sport of 
motorcycling the majority have been 
clean, decent, sportsmen.

An 
AMA official said that resumes and letters of recommendation “‘wouldn’t hurt” a 
rider’s chance of being selected for the Main. 

A minimum of $3000 will be paid in the Main event, with the overall winner 
receiving $800 and the paying down to 20th place. The Support class will receive 
$1000, with the winner getting $250. 

Points toward the National Championship will be awarded on the basis of each 
moto, with the top American finisher in each Main moto receiving 300, second place 
295, third 290, and so on down the line. Winner of the Support class moto will 
receive 400, with each lower placing decreasing by increments of 10. At the end of 
the series, points will be totaled and the high point man declared the National 
Motocross Champion. 

Four of the events will feature competition for lightweight bikes (0-250cc), with 
'the Supporting class riding. heavyweighits (300-Open). Four events will find Main 
event riders aboard the Heavyweights, with the secondary class riding the 
lightweights. 

After the Oct. 11 lightweight event, the schedule is as follows: October 18, 
Unadilla, N.Y. (lightweight); October 25, Delta, Ohio (heavyweight); November 1, 
Atlanta, Ga. (heavyweight); Dallas, Texas (lightweight); November 15, Los Angeles 
(heavyweight); November 22, Carlsbad, Calif. (lightweight); November 29, 
Sacramento, Calif. (heavyweight). All races will start at 1 p.m. local time, with 
practice between 10-noon on race day. 


AMA Congress Nears 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, Sept. 21, 1970 — November 3 has been officially 
announced as the opening day for the AMA Competition Congress, the association's 
rule-making body drawn by vote from the membership. 

Two meetings are planned for that evening so that the press and public may meet 
the new Executive Director and ask questions. After that, a two-hour cocktail party 
ends the day's activities. 

Actual congressional activity begins Wednesday, Nov. 4, at Stouffer's University 
Inn at 3025 Olentangy River Road, a few blocks north of Ohio State University. 


Fires Plague Parks 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF., Sept. 28, 1970 — In the aftermath of this weekend's three 
days of brush fires, only one motorcycle riding area was touched by flames while 
others were closely challenged. 

Bay Mare, located several miles from Moorpark, Calif., had portions of the 
surrounding slopes singed by the flames, but the course itself and the structures in 
the valley were left untouched, reports Dave Grove, the course's promoter. 

A similar fate appeared to be in store for Indian Dunes, a newly opened 
motorcycle and dune buggie park near the Saugus-Newhall area, the birthplace of the 
largest and most destructive fire. However, reports Walt James, operator of the park, 
the fire entirely surrounded the area but came no closer than a quarter of a mile. 

There was one portion of the course James wished had burned because he 
considered it a ‘fire hazard’’, but it, too went unscathed. 

Other racing areas feared to be in the path of the unsympathetic fires were 
Saddleback Park (Orange County) and Carlsbad (San Diego County). Only visably 
threatened was San Gabriel Valley Speedway which held races Sunday despite the 
fact flames could be seen from the park itself. All, however, were undamaged.

MALLORY PARK, ENG., Sept. 20, 1970 — America's Gary Nixon made a fine 
showing for North American Road Racing today as he pushed his Triumph Three to 
a fourth place finish behind the Yamaha 350's of John Cooper (first), Phil Read 
(second) and Paul Smart (third) in the 1000 Guinea **Race of the Year" Road Race 
held here before 60,000 fans. 

The fourth place finish surprised many of the European riders for several reasons. 
First, the Triumph Three is not conducive to such a short course (one mile), and, 
second, the course was totally unfamiliar to the two-time AMA Grand National 
Champion. 

Canadian Yvon DuHamel, the only other North American representative, also 
fared well with a tenth place finish on another Yamaha 350. 


Des Nations To Swedes 


MAGGIORA, ITALY, Sept. 20, 1970 — A consistent Swedish team captured the 
500cc Motocross Des Nations trophy here Sunday, with Belgium limping into second 
place, losing almost twice as many points as the well-drilled Swedes. 

Czechoslovakia grabbed third, led by CZ factory rider, Jiri Stodulka, who turned 
in top individual performance of the day aboard his 420cc Jawa. 

Injuries, heat and dust took a heavy toll, and, according to one report, “the list of 
fallen men read like the entry for a grand prix. 

Each country was allowed five riders, and the rules required that three of the five 
finish before a team could be scored. Two, back to back, 50 minute motos were held, 
with te Ake Jonsson, on a Maico, winning the first leg, and Stodulka taking 
the second.

include a normal stinger, a silencer and a 
spark arrester. 

According to Dave Ekins, who has 
had a large part in the development of 
the Baja, a new spark arrester/silencer is 
just about to be offered for the Baja. 
This will quiet the bike down to 86 dbA 
and increase the power by about .5 hp 
throughout the range. Usable power will 
be increased by 1000 rpm. Although 
this sounds incredible, Dave says it has 
been dyno checked. 

We have just begun to be conscious 
of our responsibility to keep the desert 
and our riding areas clean and free of 
trash and garbage.

the machine and so long as the silencer 
makes the bike quiet enough. One 
problem is that you can’t be sure that 
any given device will make your bike 
legally quiet. Silencers are not equally 
effective on all machines, even machines 
of the same brand and size. The state of 
tune of a bike alters its sound radically. 
The C.H.P. requires that any motorcycle 
manufactured after 1969 make noise 
below 88 dbA, which is in fact quite a bit, 
but not anything close to that of 
atrailbike fitted with an expansion 
chamber. The C.H.P. has also developed 
a measuring standard for checking new 
machines, but it won’t do you any good 
even if your bike is just within the legal 
limit. If your bike is stopped because a 
cop thinks its making too much noise, 
you'll get a ticket and you'll have to pay 
it, even if you have original-equipment 
mufflers on it. There is no muffler 
requirement; there is a noise 
requirement. The solution is to quiet 
your bike until you think it won't 
bother anyone and then hope you 
guessed right. 

- If yoursilencer doesn't seem to do 
the job that you hoped it would, don't 
be too quick to blame the 
manufacturer. Noise emanates from 
many places on a bike: from the engine, 
from vibrating parts, from the sides of 
the expansion chamber, and even from 
the wheels. The silencer can only quiet 
that noise that appears at the end of the 
expansion chamber. 

In surveying some of the 
manufacturers, it seemed that J & R 
Manufacturing had the most complete 
product line in this field. They make 
both spark arresters and silencers in 
both metric and English sizes from .7 to 
1.75 inches in diameter, a total ofabout 
25 sizes. They also have a combination 
spark arrester/muffler in  prelimiary 
production. This will be available in 
about 30 days. Prices for these items 
range from $9.95 to $14.95. 

Bassani Manufacturing has a line of 
silencers which sell for $9.95 and come 
in several sizes. Some inserts- are 
available to mate to in-between sizes. 
The Bassani mufflers are heavier than 
the J & R devices due to heavier shell 
walls. The perforations on the inner 
core are larger, but the mufflers are 
otherwise similar.
